City Council Authorizes New Paving and 


Sidewalks-Also Repairs to Sagamore 
Bridge 


At a special meeting of the 
city 


council held last evening a resolution 
was passed making an appropriation 
of $105,000 for street paving and other 
improvements and provisions made to

garbage incinerator 


plant; $4200 for the erection of a port-
